SELECTMEN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairliaven: 

The  Selectmen  present  the  following  report : 

During  the  past  year  the  extension  of  Middle  street  to  the 
bridge  has  been  completed,  and  has  already  demonstrated  its 
great  utility. 

The  work  on  the  streets  has  been  carried  on  with  thorough- 
ness, and  with  the  same  spirit  of  intelligent  liberality  which 
has  marked  all  the  public  benefactions  of  our  Superintendent 
of  Streets.  The  town  appropriation  of  $3,000  is  but  a 
small  factor  in  the  results  as  detailed  in  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  which  accompanies  this  report. 
Ten  years  ago  the  streets  of  Fairliaven  were  a reproach  to 
the  town  ; today  they  rank  with  the  best  in  the  country. 

Owing  to  the  dry  season  of  1900,  the  outlay  for  handling 
forest  tires  was  most  unusual,  making  a cost  to  the  town  of 
$400,  which  was  charged  to  the  incidental  account. 

The  Selectmen  in  recommending  an  appropriation  of 
$5,500  for  debt  and  interest,  assume  that  this  appropriation, 
together  with  all  sewer  assessments  collected,  will  pay  the 
interest  on  the  bonded  and  floating  debt,  together  with  the 
following  described  notes  falling  due  this  year,  and  as  voted 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  taxes  of  1901  :

REPORT  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS, 

For  the  Year  Ending  Feb.  15,  1901. 


The  Shone  sewer  has  worked  very  satisfactory  during,  the 
past  year.  On  account  of  the  dry  season  the  pumping  has 
been  less  than  for  any  previous  year  notwithstanding  there 
has  been  many  additional  connections  made  with  it. 

From  the  special  appropriation  of  $1,500.00  for  enlarging 
the  power  plant  we  have  installed  in  place  of  the  oil  engine, 
a portable  engine  and  boiler  and  connected  the  same  up  so 
that  either  engine,  or  pump,  can  be  run  by  either  boiler  or 
both  operated  at  the  same  time.  This  puts  the  plant  in  a 
condition  which  practically  eliminates  all  danger  of  being- 
held  up  by  a breakdown,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  we  are 
not  in  condition  to  take  care  of  the  pumping  for  a number 
of  years. 

We  would  ask  that  the  sum  of  twenty-three  hundred  dol- 
lars ($2,300.00)  be  appropriated  for  maintenance  for  ensu- 
ing year. 

The  committee  chosen  at  the  annual  town  meeting  of 
1900,  consisting  of  the  sewer  commissioners  and  the  select- 
men to  construct  a sewer  in  the  southwest  part  of  the  town 
in  Green,  Fort,  Allen  and  Cottage  streets,  have  performed 
their  duties  to  the  best  of  their  judgment  and  beg  to  report 
thus  : 

The  committee  organized  with  chairman  of  sewer  com- 
missioners as  chairman.  Geo.  A.  Briggs  of  Fairhaven  was 
engaged  as  engineer  and  made  a survey  of  the  layout  and 
prepared  plans  and  estimates  of  a system  which  was  submit- 
ted to  the  town  at  a meeting  held  May  28th.  The  commit- 
tee were  then  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of 
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the  sewer,  either  by  day  work  or  by  contract  as  they  deemed 
better. 

The  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  received 
by  letter  under  date  of  June  8th.  Bids  were  solicited  by 
advertisement  to  be  opened  July  21st.  Two  were  tendered 
but  not  opened  as  a change  was  made  in  the  grade  through 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  John  I.  Bryant.  The  grade  was  lowered 
one  foot  on  the  Tack  Works  wharf  and  in  Fort  street.  This 
the  committee  deems,  was  a decided  improvement. 

The  revised  bids  were  to  have  been  opened  July  28th, 
but  through  advice  of  J.  L.  Gillingham,  counsel  for  the 
committee,  formal  notice  of  the  layout  was  given  and  the 
date  given  for  opening  the  bids  was  Aug.  18th.  There  was 
only  one  bid  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Messrs.  D. 
Herbert  Cook  of  New  Bedford  and  Norman  M.  Pauli  of 
Fairhaven.  The  contract  prices  were  for  labor  only,  the 
town  furnishing  all  materials. 

For  laying  20-inch  pipe  40  cents  per  foot  in  earth,  $1.00 
per  foot  in  rock;  15-inch  pipe  27  cents  per  foot  in  earth, 
$1.00  per  foot  in  rock;  12-inch  pipe  22  cents  per  foot  in 
earth,  $2.50  per  foot  in  rock;  10-inch  pipe  17  cents  per  foot 
in  earth,  $2.50  per  foot  in  rock;  8-inch  pipe  14  cents  per 
foot  in  earth,  $2.50  in  rock.  For  building  manholes  $11.25 
each  ; replacing  concrete  $1.00  per  square  yard;  block  pav- 
ing 23  cents  per  square  yard  : macadam  paving  5 cents  per 
square  yard. 

The  20-inch  iron  pipe  was  furnished  by  Frank  Samuel  of 
Philadelphia  for  1 cent  per  lb.  delivered  in  Fairhaven.  The 
Akron  pipe  and  cement  were  furnished  by  Chas.  S.  Paisler 
at  a liberal  discount.  Gravel  and  teaming  was  supplied  by 
Chas.  F.  Stetson  of  Fairhaven. 

Work  was  begun  August  21st  and  completed  about  Nov. 
12th.  Fairhaven  labor  was  employed  as  far  as  practicable. 
The  length  of  sewer  laid  was  850  feet  20-inch  pipe  on  Tack 
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Works  property;  1,034  feet  15-inch  pipe;  493  feet  12-inch 
pipe;  510  feet  10-inch  pipe;  258  feet  8-inch  pipe.  Total 
3,145  feet.  Five  manholes. 

Considerably  more  rock  than  anticipated  was  encountered, 
and  this,  together  with  the  fact  that  the  sewer  was  extended 
throughout  Green  street  from  Allen  to  Cottage  different 
from  what  was  intended  originally,  has  made  the  cost  higher 
than  the  estimate. 

The  committee  feel  that  the  proper  time  to  carry  this 
sewer  through  this  portion  of  Green  street  was  when  the 
street  was  open  and  the  additional  cost  for  assessments  less- 
ens the  cost  to  the  town. 

The  sewers  are  working  very  satisfactory,  and  12  of  the 
34  abutters  have  made  connections  with  it.  This  shows  ap- 
preciation and  the  committee  are  duly  pleased. 

Of  the  abutters  the  Atlas  Tack  Co.  has  the  largest  area. 
Their  assessment  amounts  to  $578.00  which  is,  by  agree- 
ment, to  be  assumed  by  the  town  for  the  easement  or  right 
of  way  for  the  sewer  to  cross  their  property  to  the  river. 
One-half  of  this,  or  $286.00  is  to  be  assessed  to  the  abutters 
and  one-half  borne  by  the  town. 

As  planned  by  the  engineers,  this  system  of  sewers  can 
eventually  take  care  of  140  acres  of  contiguous  territory,  or 
all  that  can  be  drained  by  gravity  into  it.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fair  haven,  the  Board  of  Health  respect- 
fully submit  its  annual  report  for  the  year , 1900. 

The  Board  organized  in  March,  1900,  with  the  choice  of 
Charles  P.  Maxfield  as  Chairman,  Joseph  B.  Peck  as  Secre- 
tary, and  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Thayer  as  Medical  Inspector. 

There  has  been  reported  to  the  Board  during  the  last 
twelve  months,  thirty-three  cases  of  contagious  and  infec- 
tious diseases,  namely  : 

13  typhoid  fever. 

12  scarlet  fever. 

6 measles. 

1 diphtheria. 

1 chicken  pox,  and 

2 suspected  cases  of  small  pox. 

There  were  thirteen  complaints  of  nuisances,  which  up- 
on notice  were  promptly  abated. 

At  the  time  the  small  pox  existed  in  the  neighboring  city, 
a house  to  house  inspection  was  made  by  the  Board  in  the 
north  part  of  the  town  for  suspected  cases  of  the  disease, 
but  none  were  found. 

The  Board  has  condemned  two  wells  of  water,  one 
private  well  and  one  public,  at  the  corner  of  Spring  and 
Main  streets,  which  was  found  totally  unfit  for  use  after 
testing  by  the  Helthine  process. 

The  Board  would  recommend  no  licenses  be  granted  to 
slaughtering  places,  where  the  Jews  under  the  license  of 
others,  do  their  slaughtering.

To  the  Trustees  of  The  Mil  been  t Library  : 

In  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Library,  1 have 
the  honor  to  submit  my  eighth  annual  report.  The  statistics 
presented  in  the  following  table  give  the  circulation  of  books 
for  home  use  for  the  year  1900.  The  figures  are  larger  than 
they  have  been  since  1895,  showing  beyond  any  doubt,  the 
increasing  usefulness  of  the  library  : 
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(Circulation,  11)00,  46,724. 


The  circulation  for  1899  was  43,512,  the  figures  this  year 
are  46,724,  a gain  over  the  previous  year  of  3,212.  A 
potent  factor  in  producing  an  increase  in  circulation  has 
been,  doubtless,  the  present  plan  of  putting  current  litera- 
ture on  the  shelves  as  soon  as  published. 

ACCESSIONS. 

The  accessions  for  the  year  number  897  volumes  divided 
as  follows : General  works,  43  ; Philosophy,  8 ; Religion, 
27 ; Sociology,  64 ; Philology,  5 ; Natural  Science,  39 ; 
Useful  Arts,  47  ; Fine  Arts,  30;  Literature,  76;  History, 
112;  Biography,  73;  Fiction,  374;  not  numbered,  1.  The 
gifts  number  136,  making  the  number  of  volumes  pur- 
chased 761. 

There  are  at  present  15,191  volumes  in  the  library. 
Prominent  among  the  additions  may  be  mentioned  Works  of 
Thomas  De  Quineey  14  volumes ; Life  and  Letters  of 
Millais  2 volumes  ; Life  of  William  M.  Thackeray  2 volumes  ; 
Harper’s  Weekly  volumes  1—13,  15,  covering  the  period  of 
the  civil  war : and  Scientific  American  Supplement  20  vol- 
umes, with  index,  1876-95,  presented  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Wilcox  of  New  Bedford. 

BINDING. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty  volumes  have  been  sent  to  the 
bindery  at  a cost  of  $181.24.  The  cost  of  rebinding  the 
fiction  has  been  35  cents  per  volume. 

REGISTRATION . 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-five  borrowers’  cards  were  issued, 
making  a total  registration  of  3,740.  The  number  of  cards 
in  actual  use  is  not  known  and  cannot  be  ascertained  without 
a new  registration,  which  will  be  advisable  at  the  close  of 
our  tenth  year, 
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PERIODICALS. 

There  are  now  98  papers  and  magazines  received  regularly 
for  which  the  library  pays  $350.00.  The  following  were 
added  this  year : Boston  Cooking  School  Magazine ; De- 
signer ; Good  Housekeeping ; Home  and  Flowers ; Christian 
Advocate;  Public  Libraries;  Rural  New  Yorker;  and 
Success.  Zion’s  Herald  ; Municipal  Engineering;  and  New 
England  Farmer  were  discontinued. 

BULLETINS. 

Bulletins  were  issued  in  January,  April,  June,  August 
and  December,  five  in  all.  Cost  of  printing  $63.00. 

What  has  been  said  in  past  reports  in  regard  to  the  op- 
portunity for  usefulness  presented  by  the  library  is  more 
and  more  true.  All  should  have  something  they  can  ap- 
preciate and  enjoy  and  will  delight  to  read,  if  not  objection- 
able in  spirit  or  form,  though  some  of  it  may  not  satisfy  the 
more  critical.  The  library  should  aid  and  supplement  all 
other  agencies  for  the  elevation,  instruction  and  general 
enlightenment  of  all  the  people  of  Fairhaven.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  ever-increasing  competition  of  modern  business  de- 
mands better  and  still  better  finished  products  of  our  pub- 
lic schools.  The  present  day  occupations  are  exacting  in 
their  requirements,  never  more  so.  How  are  the  schools 
meeting  these  demands? 

Occasionally  we  find  a man  who  proclaims  the  superiority 
of  the  schools  of  fifty  years  ago,  just  as  we  find  a rare 
croaker  who  delares  that  the  world  is  growing  worse  all  the 
time. 

Now,  though  fluctuations  and  reactions  are  now  and  then 
to  be  expected,  it  is  really  impossible  for  a careful  observer  to 
consider  seriously  the  claim  that  educational  processes  or 
results  are  deteriorating.  The  supply  and  the  demand  are 
inevitably  adapted  to  each  other.  The  age  demands  practi- 
cal and  sensible  products  of  our  educational  shops,  and  it 
gets  them. 

A system  of  free  public  schools  does  not  plan  to  produce 
deep  learning,  but  to  give  a sufficiently  broad  foundation 
for  future  building. 

Despite  all  warnings,  just  and  unjust,  against  superfic- 
iality, it  is  not  depth,  but  breadth  that  is  required  in  the  pub- 
lic schools.  A student  may  spend  a lifetime  in  the  study  of 
a Greek  particle  or  on  one  department  of  entomology,  but 
the  common  school  is  not  the  place  to  acquire  such  training. 
But  the  graduate  from  the  public  schools  should  have  such 
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breadth  of  elementary  training  that  all  avenues  of  research 
or  occupation  may  be  open  to  him.  Dr.  Lyman  Abbott  in 
a notable  address  on  “Educational  Democracy”  says: 
“This  education  is  to  be  in  all  subjects.  As  the  whole 
material  world  is  given  to  man  to  control,  to  master,  to  rule, 
so  the  whole  intellectual  world  is  given  to  man,  to  control, 
to  master,  to  rule.  * * -*  There  is  nothing  man  may 

not  inquire  into.  The  whole  world  is  open  before  him, 
the  whole  world  of  thought  : but  it  is  not  enough  that  he 
enters  all  fields  and  examines  all  subjects,  he  must  have 
power,  must  be  able  to  exercise  judgment  and  will.  He 
must  be  a man  in  possession  of  power,  not  a mere  vessel 
in  the  possession  of  information.” 

A prospective  resident  of  a town  tirst  inquires  if  the 
schools  are  in  good  condition.  Nothing  advertises  a town 
like  good  schools.  The  estimate  that  the  public  puts  on  the 
schools  of  a community  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  parents, 
constantly  deny  themselves  in  all  ways  to  provide  the  edu- 
cation for  their  children,  which  perchance  they  have  been 
forced  to  do  without. 

There  is  sometimes  a misapprehension  of  the  true  func- 
tion of  a school  and  the  duties  of  a teacher.  There  are  some 
things  a school  can  do.  There  are  other  things  a school 
cannot  do.  First,  a school  cannot  entirely  correct  nd  ad- 
just all  the  errors  and  misfortunes  which  heredity  and  en- 
vironment fasten  upon  a child.  Tt  cannot  in  all  cases  suc- 
cessfully operate  in  the  tive  school  hours  against  the  influ- 
ences which  too  frequently  militate  against  school  influences, 
during  the  rest  of  the  day.  The  teacher  cannot  take 
the  place  of  the  parent,  assume  his  responsibilities,  exert 
his  authority  He  cannot  teach  religion;  in  but  a minor 
and  incidental  way,  morals,  deportment,  and  manners. 

The  school  can  open  the  mind  of  the  child  to  the  wonder- 
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ful  world  of  letters,  can  give  an  elementary  training  of  the 
impulses,  the  will,  the  intellect.  It  can  direct  in  right  ways 
the  head  and  the  hand,  can  influence  for  good,  can  steer  for 
a few  short  years,  but  motive  power  must  always  be  within 
the  child,  and  soon  even  the  guidance  must  be  left  to  his 
will.  How  necessary  then  that  the  young  will  be  properly 
trained  ; not  broken,  but  developed  along  right  lines. 

Right  here  comes  in  the  necessity  for  high  character  on 
the  part  of  the  teacher.  Scholarship  is  good,  but  noble 
character,  a refined  nature  is  worth  more.  It  is  worth  more 
even  than  elegant  surroundings,  choice  books  and  appli- 
ances, valuable  as  these  are.  These  are  but  the  educational 
tools,  but  the  man  or  woman  “behind  the  guns”  is  most  im- 
portant in  teaching  infant  ideas  to  shoot.  The  first  test  of 
a teacher  is — is  he  a man?  Is  she  a true  woman?  Next  in- 
quire about  scholarship,  training,  &c.  The  unconscious 
influence  of  a good  teacher  is  incalculable.  President  Gar- 
field once  said  that  a youth  could  get  a liberal  education  sit- 
ting on  one  end  of  a wooden  bench  if  Mark  Hopkins  was  on 
the  other  end. 

In  Fairhaven  we  are  fortunate  in  having  a very  superior 
corps  of  teachers.  On  the  whole,  our  teachers  compare  very 
favorably  with  other  towns  of  similar  circumstances.  They 
are  women  of  high  character,  enthusiastic  in  their  work. 
Several  have  been  offered  in  other  places  higher  salaries 
than  they  are  receiving  here.  The  salaries  they  receive  are 
small  compared  with  the  pay  of  teachers  in  similar  grades  of 
schools  in  other  places.  Teachers  in  corresponding  grades 
in  New  Bedford  receive  fifteen  or  twenty  dollars  more  per 
month. 

It  is  our  good  fortune  that  we  are  able  to  retain  them. 
The  teachers  like  Fairhaven,  the  well  appointed  school  build- 
ing, the  library  facilities,  the  congenial  social  surroundings. 
But  teachers  are  the  poorest  paid  of  any  professional  class. 


Their  expenses  are  heavy ; they  must  undergo  the  expense 
of  a long  training,  must  buy  books,  subscribe  to  educational 
journals;  they  must  dress  well  to  keep  the  respect  of  their 
pupils  and  the  community;  they  must  provide  for  old  age. 
The  reason  why  some  communities  are  burdened  with  super- 
annuated teachers  is  that  they  never  feel  that  they  can  let 
go,  while  the  committees  in  their  humanity  feel  indisposed 
to  drop  them.  President  Eliot  once  said  that  next  to  Su- 
preme Court  judges,  no  class  was  more  deserving  of  pen- 
sions. 

During  the  past  year  bookkeeping,  typewriting,  and  sten- 
ography have  been  introduced  into  the  High  school  course, 
which  have  proved  popular  studies  and  the  introduction  of 
these  studies  was  wise,  and  in  response  to  a public  demand  ; 
but  there  is  another  need  more  important  Good  mechanics 
are  more  in  demand  than  bookkeepers,  demand  better  wages. 
The  schools,  outside  the  large  cities  which  have  already  re- 
sponded to  this  demand,  need  more  attention  to  be  paid  to 
the  education  of  the  hand,  not  in  technical  schools,  which 
are  outside  the  province  of  elementary  education,  but  a 
system  of  manual  training,  which  will  help  to  give  the  all- 
round education  the  youth  are  in  need  of.  The  head  is  all 
the  better  for  intelligent  use  of  the  hands.  The  time  is 
coming  and  coming  fast  when  all  schools  will  give  instruc- 
tion  in  sewing,  cooking,  and  other  useful  handiwork  for  the 
girls,  while  the  boys  will  have  manual  training  in  wood  and 
iron,  and  mechanical  drawing.  Then  the  development  of 
the  child  will  not  be  one-sided,  or  top-heavy.  Then  head 
and  hand  will  respond  one  to  the  other  in  happy  consola- 
tion. This  is  no  Utopian  scheme.  Germany,  France,  and 
Austria  are  far  beyond  us  in  this  respect,  though  much 
good  work  is  already  done  in  some  of  the  large  cities  of  our 
country. 

A course  of  drawing  has  been  instituted  during  the  past 


year,  and  has  been  well  started.  It  should  be  continued  and 
encouraged. 

The  work  in  music  has  continued  up  to  the  standard  set 
by  the  able  and  energetic  Supervisor,  Miss  Trowbridge. 

The  thanks  of  the  town  are  due  for  the  work  done  in  the 
schools  by  the  Educational  Art  Club  which  has  already  ex- 
pended $500  in  decorating  the  walls  of  the  school  rooms  in 
the  last  three  years.  They  have  put  into  every  school  room 
in  town  at  least  one  good  picture  or  cast,  and  have  tinted 
the  walls  of  three  of  the  rooms. 

The  Committee  would  also  thank  the  Pleiades,  a group  of 
seven  girls  who  meet  for  outside  study,  and  who  have  pre- 
sented the  lower  grade  room  at  the  Rogers  school  with 
several  art  reproductions. 

The  prizes  generously  offered  by  Mrs.  Edmund  Anthony, 
Jr.,  to  pupils  in  the  High  School  who  should  excel  in  Eng- 
lish composition  were  awarded  to  Miss  Susie  Jackson 
and  Miss  Eva  May  Sherman — the  subjects  in  both  cases 
being  “The  Advantages  of  the  Millicent  Library  to  the 
Youth  of  Fairhaven.” 

The  High  School  Alumni  Association  has  kindly  offered 
three  prizes  of  ten,  live,  and  three  dollars  respectively  for  a 
competition  during  the  present  school  year. 

The  Committee  would  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  and  efficient  work  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Mr.  Edward  B.  Gray. 

Realizing  that  the  schools  are  not  perfect,  yet  we  can 
confidently  say  that  they  are  doing  good  work,  and  the 
citizens  of  Fairhaven  need  not  feel  ashamed  of  them. 
Parents  should  visit  them  more  frequently  and  see  for  them- 
selves ; see  how  their  children  are  being  fitted  for  life — and 
fitted  to  enter  upon  the  true  heritage  of  every  American 
y o u t h — opp  o rt  un  i tv . 
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The  Committee  asks  as  an  appropriation  for  all  school 
purposes  for  the  ensuing  year  the  sum  of  $11,200.

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The  attendance  in  most  of  the  schools  during  the  past 
year  was  good  and  the  average  was  better  than  it  has  been 
for  some  years.  In  several  of  the  schools,  however,  and  in 
many  individual  cases,  the  amount  of  absence  has  interfered 
greatly  with  the  school  work. 

No  matter  how  efficient  a school  teacher  may  be,  or  how 
hard  she  may  work,  it  is  impossible  for  her  to  secure  satis- 
factory results  in  any  school  where  the  pupils  average  to  be 
absent  about  one  day  in  every  five  throughout  the  year — as 
has  been  the  case  in  one  or  two  of  our  schools  during  the 
past  year. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  in  a great  many  cases  if  the  children 
were  working  for  wages,  instead  of  attending  school,  it 
would  not  be  found  necessary  for  them  to  remain  at  home 
so  often.  And  vet  it  is  just  as  important  that  there  should 
be  a regular  attendance  at  school  as  at  any  other  work. 
Many  parents  seem  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  in  addi- 
tion to  all  the  other  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a good 
education,  the  child  will  receive  an  ample  financial  return 
for  all  the  time  and  effort  spent  in  school  work.  Dr.  Harris, 
the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education,  in  a recent 
report  called  attention  to  the  relation  between  education  and 
wealth  producing  power.  “Each  child  in  Massachusetts,” 
he  said,  “receives  on  an  average  seven  years  of  schooling,  cov- 
ering the  primary  and  grammar  school  periods  ; each  child  in 
the  nation  at  large,  only  four  and  three-tenths  years.  The 
ratio  is  70  to  43.  The  average  daily  wealth  producing 
power  of  each  man,  woman  and  child  was,  for  the  year  taken 
for  a comparison,  73  cents  in  Massachusetts,  while  for  the 
nation  at  large  it  was  only  40  cents.  The  ratio  is  nearly 
the  same  as  in  the  matter  of  school  attendance.” 

At  the  Rogers  School,  where  there  was  an  enrollment  of 
more  than  400  pupils  for  the  year,  the  tardiness  averaged  less 
than  one  case  per  day.  This  is  in  marked  contrast  with  the 
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record  of  the  other  schools,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they 
will  show  a decided  improvement  in  this  matter  during  the 
coming  year.

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  heating  apparatus  at  the  Oxford  School  has  caused 
considerable  trouble  for  the  past  two  or  three  years.  On 
several  occasions  it  has  been  necessary  to  send  the  pupils 
home  because  the  rooms  were  too  cold  for  them  to  remain 
with  safety.  Storm  windows  were  put  on  and  every  effort 
was  made  to  improve  the  heating,  but  with  little  success 
until  the  Committee  recently  devised  a plan  which  it  is 
thought  will  remedy  the  defect. 

The  firm  of  Nutter  & Seabury,  of  Boston,  who  originally 
put  in  the  plant,  have  very  honorably  made  the  necessary 
changes,  costing  about  $100,  without  expense  to  the  town, 
although  they  could  not  now  be  held  responsible  for  any 
defects. 

The  apparatus  is  now  working  satisfactorily  and  we  trust 
it  will  give  no  further  trouble.  It  will,  however,  always  be 
difficult  to  heat  the  building  in  very  windy  weather  on  ac- 
count of  the  exposed  location. 
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The  Street  Department  gave  the  Committee  the  curbing 
which  has  been  placed  along  the  front  of  the  Oxford  school 
grounds  and  set  it  for  them.  This  department  also  hlled 
the  lot,  graded  and  seeded  it,  and  planted  the  trees  for  the 
Committee  at  a cost  but  slightly  in  excess  of  the  special  ap- 
propriation of  $100  made  by  the  town  for  this  purpose. 
This  sum  was  considerably  less  than  would  have  been  re- 
quired if  the  same  work  had  been  done  by  anyone  else. 

The  interior  of  the  New  Boston  school  has  been  renovated 
and  the  walls  tinted.  The  teacher  and  pupils  have  assisted 
in  improving  the  appearance  of  the  room  and  they  now  have 
an  attractive  school  room. 

The  Art  club  has  continued  in  its  effort  to  beautify  the 
school  rooms  of  the  town  and  during  the  past  year  has 
tinted  the  walls  of  room  7 at  the  Rogers  school  and  room  4 
at  the  Oxford  school  and  given  several  pictures  and  casts 
to  the  other  schools. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  upper  grades  at  the  Oxford 
school  is  very  small  therefore  the  pupils  in  grades  8 and  9 
from  that  district  are  now  being  transported  on  the  street 
cars  to  the  Rogers  school.  In  this  way  it  is  possible  to  dis- 
pense with  the  services  of  one  teacher  at  the  Oxford  school 
and  thereby  effect  a considerable  saving.  The  cost  of  trans- 
portation is  only  about  one-fourth  the  salary  of  a teacher. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  High  school  continues  to  in- 
crease and  is  now  twice  what  it  was  live  years  ago.  The 
absence  of  the  9th  grade,  which  is  now  at  the  Rogers  school, 
gives  the  teachers  more  time  to  devote  to  the  High  school 
pupils  and  better  work  is  being  done. 


The  course  of  study  for  this  school  has  been  revised  and 
a three  years’  commercial  course  has  been  added. 

In  revising  the  course  the  principal  changes  were  made 
with  a view  to  strengthening  the  work  in  English,  History 
and  Literature. 

The  aim  of  the  commercial  course  will  be  to  give  the  pu- 
pils as  broad  an  education  as  possible  with  some  knowledge 
of  other  subjects  besides  the  strictly  commercial  branches. 
Special  attention  will  be  given  to  English  composition  and 
the  mechanics  of  language,  spelling,  punctuation  and  para- 
graphing, details  in  which  pupils  must  become  proficient  be- 
fore they  can  expect  to  do  any  satisfactor}^  work  in  stenog- 
raphy and  typewriting.

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DRAWING. 

Drawing  is  one  of  the  subjects  we  arc  required  to  have 
taught  in  our  schools.  To  teach  the  subject  well  requires  a 
special  gift  for  drawing  in  addition  to  training.  Few  of  our 
teachers  have  had  any  preparation  for  teaching  drawing,  and 
although  in  many  cases  good  results  were  obtained,  in  others 
they  were  not  so  satisfactory.  Therefore  the  Committee 
decided  to  employ  a special  teacher,  and  all  the  schools  are 
now  receiving  systematic  instruction  in  this  subject. 

MUSIC. 

For  a detailed  account  of  the  work  in  music  I take  pleas- 
ure in  referring  you  to  the  report  of  the  special  teacher  of 
this  subject,  which  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC,  1901.

Dear  Sir  : — 1 take  pleasure  in  reporting  to  you  the 
progress  made  in  music  the  past  year  in*  the  schools  of 
Fairhaven. 

The  following  outline  will  best  show  the  work  of  the 
various  grades : 

First  Year. — Presentation  of  the  major  scale  as  a unit  of 
thought  and  tune. 

Name  and  drill  by  syllables,  tone  names  and  pitch  names. 

Interval  Work. — 1st,  by  dictation  ; 2d,  pointing  from  the 
ladder;  3d,  pointing  from  staff. 

Presentation  of  the  measure  as  a unit  of  thought  in  time. 

Name  and  drill  in  different  kinds  of  measure. 

Representation  upon  blackboard. 

Unite  time  and  tune  and  proceed  to  the  simple  exercises 
on  First  Series  of  Charts. 


Rote  songs  throughout  the  year. 

Second  Year. — Complete  exercises  and  songs  in  the  First 
Chart  and  First  Reader,  Part  I. 

Continuation  of  rote  songs. 

Third  Year. — Complete  one-part  exercises  and  songs, 
First  Reader,  Part  II.  Teach  more  definitely  the  names  of 
the  keys,  their  signatures,  etc. 

Practice  in  writing  simple  exercises  in  various  keys. 

Fourth  Year. — Review  of  the  more  difficult  exercises  and 
songs  in  Book  1,  Part  II. 

Second  Series  of  Charts. 

Study  of  Time. — Divided  pulsation.  1st,  the  half  pulsa- 
tion ; 2d,  the  dotted  note  (one  and  a half  pulsations.)  De- 
velopment of  the  ascending  chromatic  scale. 

Fifth  Year. — Study  of  time  continued.  1st,  four  sounds 
to  the  pulsation  : 2d,  three  sounds  to  the  pulsation  ; 3d, 
syncopation. 

Continued  drill  in  chromatics. 

Second  Reader,  Part  I. 

Sixth  Year. — Complete  Second  Reader,  Part  I. 

Continued  drill  in  chromatics,  ascending  and  descending. 

Seventh  Year. — Complete  the  Second  Reader,  Part  II 

Continuation  of  the  three-part  work  and  more  difficult 
chromatic  progressions. 

Eighth  and  Ninth  Years. — Introductory  Third  Reader. 

Modulation  exercises,  and  minor  scales  studied. 

High  School. — Chorus  work. 

The  introduction  of  the  Silver  Song  Series  in  two  of  the 
grades  has  infused  enthusiasm  into  the  work.  These  are 
inexpensive  little  books,  arranged  with  care  and  taste,  con- 
taining songs  bv  the  best  writers  of  music  for  children. 
We  hope  that  in  time  every  grade  may  be  fitted  out  with 
these  books  for  supplementary  work. 

In  the  Naskatucket  and  New  Boston  schools  two  classes 
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have  been  maintained  and  received  their  usual  attention. 
Good  results  are  being  obtained  in  both  districts. 

At  the  Oxford  School,  also,  it  was  advisable  to  make  an- 
other division  this  year  in  Miss  Drew’s  room,  owing  to  the 
disparity  in  ages  between  the  fifth  and  seventh  grades  ; this 
will  bring  about  better  results  the  coming  year. 

As  much  time  as  possible  is  devoted  to  written  work  in 
various  grades ; this  strengthens  the  pupil’s  knowledge  of 
time  and  keys. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  teachers  of 
Fairhaven  for  their  earnest  work  and  hearty  co-operation.
